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Continuation of 1 1 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Ganthier et al. , column 6 lines 1-35, teaches that 
upon boot-up, which is equivalent to the applicants "during start up", the controller selects all of the input devices by reading an ID pin 
value to determine the type of input, and further once the input type is selected the appropriate correpsonding software drivers are loaded 
for controlling the operation of each input device module as would be known by those of ordinary skill. Therefore Ganthier reads on claims 
5 and 1 1 Applicant argues Ganthier fails to teach of selecting, however Ganthier in fact selects all the devices to determine their type, and 
then sends the corresponding software to the selected modules. Applicant argues Youens fails to teach of said feature of onginal claim 
1 1 however Youens was not applied to claim 1 1 . Claim 5 as amended would have been obvious in view of Youens given that upon 
application start up it would have been obvious to the skilled artisan to select one of said control units because the system is designed to 
accept input for an application from the control units as known in the art. The purpose of said invention is to provide modular input units 
that give input to system applications, and said invention would be impractical if the input device could not be selected dunng application 
start up for the purpose of providing application input because it goes against the general design and purpose for providing a modular 
input device. Therefore the feature of claim 1 1 is consistent with the teaching of a modular input device as taught by Youens or Ganthier. 
Therefore the rejection is maintained. 
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
